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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 3 7 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1. 17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on April 5, 2006 has been entered. 

2. This office action is in response to Amendment filed on April 28, 2006. Claims 29 and 
30 have been cancelled previously. New claim 33 has been added. Claims 1-28, 3 1-33 are 
currently pending and are under examination. 

Withdrawal of Rejections 

3. The rejection of claims 1-7, 9-14, 18-22, 24-27, and 31-32 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement is withdrawn. 

4. The rejection of claims 1-28, 31, and 32 under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-20 of copending 
application No. 10/469,747 (U.S. Patent Application Publication 2005/01 19170 Al) is 
withdrawn because it would be the only rejection pending (see MPEP 804). 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
describe a plasma substitute composition having a low blood clearance rate, wherein the 
composition comprise a solution of saline in a physiologically acceptable concentration and a 
recombinant gelatin-like protein having a molecular weight of from at least 10,000 Da to at most 
50,000 Da and having an isoelectric point of less than 8 and further comprising at least one 
stretch of at least 10 consecutive Gly-Xaa-Yaa triplets, wherein at least 5% of the total number 
of protein amino acid residues are proline residues, and wherein the protein is not cross linked by 
chemical modification. Chang et al. (WO 01/34646 A2; cited previously) describes the 
recombinant method of producing collagens, but does not teach the recombinant gelatin-like 
molecule with the structural features or an isoelectric point below 8 for the purpose of providing 
a low blood clearance rate as currently claimed. 

Conclusion
